Providence, R. Sept. 22.—(Special.j— 
at the slender, gray mustached man 
who sits in an easy chair of an imposing 
ghamber in the beautiful white capitol] whicn 
prowns a conspicuous hill of the city of 
Providence, it is hard to realize that Dr. 
tedius Fayette Clark Garvin is not a real 
governor, but only the make believe chief 
executive of the smallest and the funniest 

bmmeonwealth in the United States. 

Garvin was elected governor and they call 
him governor, but he has about as much 
guthority as a town constable, and it is 

natural he should spend his time in 
wailn repinings at the eccentricity of Rhode 
Island pelitics, which has put a man in a 
Slace of great power, and then shorn him 
every possible chance of exerting his own 

t duality. 


Rhode Island a Queer State. 


Rhode Island is unique among the states 
in its system of government, and the more 
one studies the political situation there, the 
more extraordinary it seems. Dr. Garvin js 
% democrat, and was elected as such in a 
Slate which had gone solidly republican year 
after year. He represents a whole bunch of 
erankeries and curiosities, with a lot of 
other things which. are extremely sensible, 
and yet he is tied hand’ and foot by this 
antique system of state government, whose 
like the world cannot see elsewhere nowa- 
days. 

Reduced to a question of chemical 
the government of Rhode Island would be 
found to possess the usual elements of 
municipal corporations, a house of repre- 
sentatives, a senate, a governor, and a system 
of judiciary, but when the compound is 
allowed to settle, it is found that the sedi- 
ment is nothing but a senate, and in Rhode 
Island it is lMterally true that practically 


all the legislative, executive, and judicial. 


functions are concentrated in the upper house 
of the state legislature. 


Never Intended for a State, 


When I talked with Gov. Garvin at the cap- 
$tol he expressed some surprise at first that 
the outside world generally could not recog- 
nize the extraordinary politica! problems he 
was seeking to solve here in this funny little 
commonwealth, which was never Intended 
for @ state, but which should have been a 
county of Massachusetts or Connecticut. 

Dr. Garvin has the credit among his repub- 
lican opponents of being a socialist, an 


‘anarchist, a demagugue, a single taxer, and 


some other things. Some of these attributes 
he undoubtedly possesses, but with that 
there hasbeen a genius for combining in the 
most effective fashion the most contradictory 
political elements inthe community. He was 
elected a year ago after a political struggle 
of the most violent proportions, and was elect- 
ed only because he succeeded in combining in 
his Own behalf, first of all, the British-Amer- 
icage and the Irish, and, second, the saloon 
element and the churches. He defeated a ma- 
chine which séemed to be almost impregna- 
bie, did it two years in succession, and is now 
® candidate for reélection, the result being 
po close and the battle so fierce that no man 
tan safely predict the outcome. 


Governor’s Hard Battle. 


In looking into the question involved in 
the campaign for the reélection of Dr. Garvin 
as governor, one suudenly runs up agdinst 
Wis most complicated and most curious sys- 
tem of government which could well be de- 
vised, @ system which has a tendency to 
Perpetuate power in the hands of a few 
mén, in spite of the wishes of the people at 
large @xpressed at the polls. 

It is on account of this peculiar device that 
efter having been twice elected governor, 
Winning his spurs in two bitter political con- 
fests, the governor has been obliged to con- 
fess, as he did to me, that he had had no 
Opportunity to govern the little state in 
the slightest respect, and had been deprived 
by the workings of an inappropriate political 
sy¥mem of every opportunity to introduce the 
teferms the people put him in the big marble 
Palace on the hill to accomplish.

To Wisconsin, the “convenient, rich, and 
beautiful "' commonwealth of the northwest, 
“as he describes it, Lincoln Steffens, caustic 
critic of civic skulduggery, made a pilgrim- 
age of study and observation. In McClure’s 
Magazine for October he tells the story of 


Gov. La Follette, for that La Follette is the 


most governors. . 

Mr. Steffens does not hesitate to say that 
the chief executive of Wisconsin, in the ver- 
nacular of the day, is an “ unsafe *’ man, un- 
safe for the reason that he is a governor who 
governs. 

A “ safe man,” By this same token,js * one 
who takes his ease, honors, and orders, lets 
the boss reign, and makes no trouble for the 
system.” 

Why La Follette Is Unsafe. 

La Follette lies not upon a bed of ease. 
His honors have been wrested from the ac- 
coutered foe in hard fought jousts, and his 
orders he takes only from the executive 
chamber, in which he is the * whole thing.” 
At least, this is the éssayist’s conclusion, 
and he beard both sides with an open mind, 
he says. 

Robert M. La Follette is of French descent, 
end, therefore, he is volatile, ambitious, and 
fond, within limitations, of gasconade; but 
there is a strain of Scotch-Irish coursing 
through his veins, and his impulses are 
held in check always by a modicum of com- 
mon sense. In a word, he is an enthusiastic, 
practical politician, not gone wrong. 


What He Has Accomplished. 

Not yet 50 years oid, the man who has 
split-his party in Wisconsin—split it for his 
party’s sake, he maintains—has been three 
times a representative in congress and once 
governor. If he again become a governor it 
will be in spite of opposition from one of the 
most powerful machines—a machine with 
state and natio&al ramifications—that was 
ever constructed by politicians. 

La Follette is farm bred, but he never liked 
the soil. His bent in early life was oratory, 
and at one time he seriously thought of be- 
coming a play actor. Some-of ais enemies 
declare that he did not forego this ambition— 
that he is today a consummate actor and 
nothing else. 

He was graduated from the state univer- 
sity in 1879, studied law, and settled in Madi- 
son. Then the machine's troubles began, al- 


know it for some time. 


Tried to Browbeat, Then to Buy. 

When the machine as a system first awoke 
to La Follette, it tried to browbeat him, but 
he met the bosses glance for glance; then it 
tried to use him, but he flared up and de- 
nounced one of the favorite sons of the com- 
monwealth, a millionaire lumberman and a 
United States senator withal, as a bribe giver 
and corruptionist; now, if Mr. Steffens’ con- 
clusions are correct, the system ts trying to 
undo him, and {t has the aid of men who are 
cheek by jow! with national party leaders. 

Steffens does not mince words. He points 
his finger at Senator Spooner, Henry C. 
Payne, and Representative Babcock, and 
classifies them as the beneficiaries of cor- 
ruption. 3 

Ambitious? Suppose He Is? 

About the worst accusation that has been 
brought against Gov. La Follette, declares 
the writer, is the assertion that he is am- 
bitious and vain. 

That composite censor of public and pri- 
vate morals “‘ they ’’ is referred to as “ say- 
ing” things about him, 

“Suppose ‘they’ are right,” he inquires, 
“and the man is vain,” asks Steffens. “I 
don’t care. Do you? I have noticed thata 
public official who steals, or, like Lieut. Gov. 
Lge of’ Missouri, betrays his constituents, 
may propose to be governor without being 
accused of ambition. ‘ They ’ seem to think 
a boodler’s aspirations are natural. He may 
havé a hundred notorious vices; they do not 
matter. Buta ‘reformer,’ a man’who wants 
to’sérve his people, he must be a white robed, 
spotless angel, or ‘they’ will whisper that 
he is—what? A thiéf? O, no; that is noth- 
ing; but that he is ambitious. This is the 
system at work.” : 


Traces His Career. 

Gov. La Follette’s career is traced from 
the time he had the audacity to run for dis- 
trict attorney in Dane county without con- 
sulting’ the bosses to the date of the dast 
republican national convention. Incidental- 
ly Wisconsin politics covering that period is 
dissected. And, if the critic writes true, 
the state needs a La Follette to heal its 
putrifying sores. 

The state treasury has been looted, the 
state lands exploited, the state legislature 
corrupted, and the. st judiciary ap- 
proached—all this: has Been done or else 
Mr, Lincoln Steffens isa credulous young 
person whose reputation as an old sleuth 
on the trail of boodle thieves is greatly over- 
rated by the reviewers of this country. 

For as much as Mr. Lincoln Steffens does 
not generalize, but cites specific instances 
of Wisconsin's shame, it is hard to look upon 
him as a false alarm; afd yet, on the other 
hand, some of his statements stagger. 

Charge Agains: Spooner. 

>. When a writer of more than local reputa- 
tion declares in ‘a periodical of world wide 
eirculationm that the votes that sent a man 
of national fame to the United States senate 
were bought and paid for like so many pack- 
ages of merchandise; when, in other words, 
Mr. Lincoln Steffens declares that John C. 
Spooner, the president's friend, is the bene- 
ficiary of bald bribery, somebody will be 
guilty of a dereliction of duty if’a bill of par- 
ticulars is not called for. 

This is only one of the writer's charges, 
made in passing.

Utters Good Wishes and Dies. 

Then he expressed his good wishes for

and friends. The words were scarcely ut- 
tered when he grew suddenly pale and fell 
forward on the table. Friends quickly at- 
tempted to revive him, and a physician was 
summoned, but life was soon extinct. The 
banqueters were panic stricken, and what 


promised to be a brilliant function ended 


suddenly and in gloom. 
Well Known in Business World. 

Mr. Magill was for many years manager of 
the Pheenix of Hartford, with headquarters 
in Cincinnati. He was a prominent citizen 
of the Ohio city. 

His son, Henry W. Magill, has been a prom- 
inent figure in Chicago insurance circles 
for years. He is the Illinois manager for the 
Phcenix Insurance company of Hartford, and 
his home is in Lake Forest.

One of the men is * Jocko”’ Briggs, Who was 
arrested shortly after the murder. His com- 
panions in the crime, arrested yesterday, are 
John Leonard, alias ‘‘ Lefty,” and Harry 
Brown, alias “ Devine.” Smith admits he 
planned the holdup with these men, but de- 
nies he participated In it. a) 
After a detailed description of Leonard and 
Brown had been obtained from Smith, two 
detectiyes from Assistant Chief Schuettier’s 
office began a séarch fot the men in the 
morning. Smith had said that both were 
friends of Briggs, and as Briggs had been 
employed as a switchman, the ‘detectives 
began the/e search in the railway yards. 


. Caught Boarding a Train. _ 
‘Both Leonard and Brown were captured 
while boarding a train in the yards of tha 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul, at West 
Kingle street. They were taken to the West 
Chic&go avenue police station, where they 
denied that they were acquainted with Smith 
or that they had participated in the Peterson 
holdup. 

Brown was identified as an ex-convict, re- 
leased recently from a southern penitentiary, 


police, they say, as a burglar and holdup 
man, operating in the West Lake street 
and Chicago avenue districts. Leonard ad- 
mitted that he knew Briggs. . 

“He's a good friend of mine, but we 
weren't In the Peterson job together,’ he 
. said. “I don’t know who the felllow that

According to Smith, who is only 18 years 
old, the raid on the Peterson store was 
planned two weeks before its execution by 
“ Lefty’ Leonard.

Smith’s Confession to Police.

Because of the refusal of a telephone 
operator to connect a fire call until a coin 
was dropped in the slot, a fire which started 
yesterday afternoon in the flat of Mrs. K. R.

A neighbor, Mrs. Blackford, 510 Sixty- 
fifth street, ran to her telephone, which re- 
cently had been installed. 

‘“‘ Wentworth 882,"" she called to the oper- 
ator. 

“Drop a nickel, please.”’ 

«This is a fire call.” 

“Drop a nickel, please.’’ 

*“ But I haven't a nickel here,’’ cried Mrs. 
Blackford. ‘“‘ Take my number and collect. 
You must give me the fire department con- 
nection.”’ 


Fire Spreads During Wait. 

At last the connection was obtained. Ten 
minutes had been lost.and the fire had spread 
from Mrs. Howard's fiat into the apartment 
above. The bedroom was in ruins and the 
wardrobe of the family was destroyed. The 
ceiling was burned through. The second flat, 
occupied ‘by C. F. Jordan, also was damaged 
considerably. The top apartment was occu- 
pied by William Oldham. The entire loss was 
estimated at $1,000, covered by insurance. 

Mrs. Howard was overcome by the heat in 
a vain attempt to save part of her household 
goods. She was cared for by neighbors.

in the crowded district downtown. -He as- | 
serted the only practical scheme was to 
ran inde dent motor cars, and to do this 
it would necessary to put trolleys in North 
Clark, Wells, and West Madison streets, and 
to substitute electricity for the cable through- 
cut. The cost he put at $1,000,000. 

That this demand will meet opposition at } 
the city hall is likely. The committee on 
local transportation has stated it will ac- 
cept no plan other than its own, and the 
company must agree to it. On the other 
band, the eompany, is apt to find many 
friends in the council among the west and 
come of the north..side aldermen...

Requests for New Downtown Loops. 


As to the downtown loops provided for 
In the council comnrittee’s plan to care for 
the cars now going through the tunnels while 
the tunnels are out of service, the company 
will ask: 

That it be allowed to put trolleys in Dearborn 
street, from Randolph to Van Buren, covering 
the space in which horse cars now run. 

That it be allowed to put trolleys in Adams 
street, from Fifth avenue to Dearborn at least, 
where horse cars are also used. 

That it be allowed to put trolleya in Franklin 
street, from Van Buren to Washington, covering 
the now unused tracks. 

That instead of looping its Madison street and 
Milwaukee avenue cars in Dearborn street it be 
allowed to take them to State street. 

The reason for asking the trolleys in Dear- 

born, Adams, and Franklin streets’ is that, 
with them in, a loop carrying electric cars 
could be formed, using Washington, Ran- 
dolph, or Lake street as the fourth side of 
the square, which would cover the business 
district. The council committee’s plan pro- 
vides for trolleys in Washington and Ran- 
dolph streets and there are already trolleys 
in Lake. 
’ “ We think we should have the right to go 
into State street,” said Managing Receiver 
Fetzer yesterday. ‘‘ We are already there 
with our cable, and we claim we should have 
as many facilities with the trolley as we 
have now. Still, we might be willing to 
give up State street and go to Dearborn it 
if we were allowed the Dearborn, State, 
and Adams street trolleys. As for changing 
from -cable to trolley before crossing the 
bridges, we simply can’t doit. We will ask 
the right to put trolleys in all the streets 
where cables now run.” 

Mr. Gurley, Mr. Miller, and Mr. Roach, 
the company’s conference committee, had a 
long meeting in Mr. Gurley’s office in the 
afternoon. The subject discussed was the 
draft of the letter to the council committee, 
but they decided to hold another meeting 
this morning before putting their conclus- 
ions in writing.

Has No Appointing Power. 


On the surface the governor of Rhode 
Island has as much right to appoint the minor 


state officers as amy other chief executive, 


but when you begin to dig into the curious | 


procésees of Rhode Island legislation, some 
surprising results are discovered. 

The legislature, being independent of the 
veto of the governor, passed a law which 


swept out of existence in point of fact the 


by means of which the dweller in the flelds 
possesses 175 times as much political power 
as he who tears up the streets in a busy town, 
but there is still aridther eccentricity whicn 
adds to the complexity of Rhode Island pol- 
itics. 

There are two kinds of voters and two dif- 
ferent sets of ballots which must be taken 
into consideration. The Australian ballot in 
Rhode Island looks like a sheet of postage 
stamps, because it is divided up into different 
sections, which go to different returning 
boards, and because some of the voters vote 
for all of it and some for only part Of it. . 

They have a property suffrage as well as a 
manhood suffrage in Rhodelsland. Ifaman 
wants to vote for an alderman he must pos- 
sess in his own right and be publicly assessed 


which fixes the taxes for the year, and in 
this none may participate save those who 
have the required amount of property. 

The theory of the law, of course, ts that 
only those who have’ property should be 
trusted with the power of levying taxes, 
which might under certain circumstances be 
‘used to confiscate that property. 

As the thing works out, however, a large 
percentage of the actual citizens of the state 
are disfranchised, so far as the boards of 
aldermen and financial town meetings are 
concerned.

Twenty-six Years a Teacher. 


For twenty-six years Dr. Curtiss occupied | 
the chair of Old Testament exegesis in the 
seminary. He was elected to that position 
‘in 1878, soon after coming to Chicago. Dur- 
ing the last six years of his life he was 
aleo president of the City Missionary society. 

Dr. Curtiss was born in Union, Conn., Feb. 
©. 1844. He graduated from Amherst college 
in 1867, and from the Union Theologica! sem-- 
inary in 1870. For eight years he pursued his 
siudies in Leipzig.

In 1898 the republican 
Whatthe party in Wisconsin rejected 
Issues Are [La Follette for governor 
Jast Now. pGt adopted the La Fol- 
lette platform. there- 
upon stood pledged to failway taxation and 
to direct primaries. It accomplished neither. 
It preferred to repudiate its pledge. 

The reaction against mendacity of this 
kind nominated La Follette in 1900 and ‘ 
elected him. Railway taxation and direct 
primaries now had a governor as well as a 
legislature. But they did not have a barrel. 
All through the succeeding session the bar- 
rel flowed. Legislators bought railway land 
at nominal prices. They also were offered 
Jucrative positions. They also played poker 
with lobbyists and won. Then they ad- 
journed with the pledge of the republican 
party again repudiated. 

Whereupon the people of Wisconsin re- 

elected La Follette in 1902. And La Fol- 
‘lette opened the session of 1903 with a mes- 
sage calling for a state commission to regu- 
late railway rates. 
- ‘The stalwarts were kept so busy chasing 
this new and audacious foray into their ter- 
ritory that they had to abandon their old 
intrenchments. A railway taxation bill was 
passed. So was a bill for direct primaries, 
though with an amendment providing for a 
referendum.

ISTEDDFODS, those Druid festivals 
of ancient Wales, are an anachronism 
in these modern times, and instead of 
inspiring awe by their solemnity, as in 
olden davs, now invite ridicule by the 

odd juxtaposition of bardic robes with frock 

coats, high silk hats, jackets; and even riding 
togs. This year the national eisteddfod of 

Wales may be said to have outdone Itself. 

For, taking advantage of the fact that Prin- 

cess Louise of Schleswig-Holstein was pres- 

ent as a spectator, the archdruld invested 
her with the title of “ Dwynnwen, the ancient 

British goddess of love,” at the same time 

placing around her neck and fastening to 

her sleeve the ribbon of the Bardic 


order. 

Now, if there is one princess more than any 
other upon whom it was tactless to confer 
such a title as that of the “ British goddess 
of love.” it is precisely poor Princess Louise 
of Schleswig-Holstein, who been 80 un- 
fortunate in her married life with Prince 
Aribert of Anhalt that after being compelled 
on two separate occasions to abandon his 
roof in a sensational manner, she was ulti- 
mately forced to secure a dissolution of her 
union by means of divorce. She has lost all 
those good looks which she still possessed 
when, after one of her departures from be- 
neath her husband’s rooftree at Berlin, she 
came to this country under the name of 
Countess Munsterberg and visited Washing- 
ton, much to the embarrassment of the diplo- 
matic corps there, especially of the Germar 
and English embassies. 

Since her divorce she has resumed her 
maiden name and title and makes her home 
in England, where, although treated most 
kindly by all her English relatives, her pres- 
ence at court has not been without creating 
some awkwardness, since naturally it was 
difficult both for the late queen and for her 
successor to continue to bar divoroées as long 
as there was in the royal circle one or their 
near relatives who was herself a divorcée. 

Of/ course, this elisteddfod ceremony in 
which the princess participated with as much 
seriousness as Queen Elizabeth of Roumania, 
who some years ago was hailed by the as- 
sembly as the “ Queen of Poetry,’ has served 
to revive popular attention to thé domestic 
misfortunes of this niece of King Edward 
and granddaughter of Queen Victoria, who 
would certainly have done better bad she ac- 
companied her popular mother, Princess 
Christian of Schleswig-Holstein, and her so 
universally liked sister, Princess Victoria, 
on their pilgrimage to South Africa to visit 
the tomb of her brother, young Prince Chris- 
tian, who succumbed to enteric fever during 
‘the Boer war while serving on the staff of 
Field Marshal Lord Roberts. 

King Edward is bent upon beautifying, if 
not the whole of his capital, at any rate the 
surroundings of his London residence at 
Buckingham palace, and the alterations as 
far as the environments of the palace are 
concerned are of such an extensive char- 
acter—both those In progress as well as those 
projected—that people visiting the British 
metropolis twelve months hence, after an ab- 
sence of a year or so, will be amazed by the 
changes, Thus the old houses that have until 
now cut off the Mall from Trafalgar square 
are being cut down so as to give an uninter- 
rupted view from the square down the tree 
lined Mal) to the palace at the further end, 
and it has been decided that at the Trafalgar 
square entrance to the avenue there is to be a 
magnificent arch, a memorial to the nationa: 
poet Shakspeare, and towards the erection 
of which a considerable amount of money 
has already been subscribed. With the 
Shakspeare memorial arch at one end of the 
Mali, so rich In historical episodes during the 
last three centuries, and with the stately 
memorial of Queen Victoria at the other 
end fronting Buckingham palace, the ap- 
proach to the latter will indeed become 
worthy in every sense of the word of the 
principal residence of a monarch upon whose 
empire the sun never sets. 

While on this subject it may be mentioned 
that both King Bdward and Queen Alex- 
andra are manifesting more and more as 
time goes by a preference for Sandringham 
to Windsor castle. When the present year 
is brought to a close it will be found that their 
residence at the castle during the twelve 
months has been restricted to a period of less 
than four weeks, and that during about 
eleven months of the year the castle stahds 
empty, all the spare time of the king and 
queen Being devoted to Sandringham. 

If I call attention this it is because the 
king has just given ofders for the abandon- 
ment of all the famous kennels at Windsor, 
and for the transfer of the numerous ani- 
mals, sOme of which are superb specimens 
of the canine race, to the kennels at Sand- 
ringham. It is only natural that the king 
and queen should be attached to Sandring- 
ham, which has been their own personal 
home from the time of their marriage, that is 
to say, for a period of over forty years, 
whereas at Windsor they feel that nearly ‘' 
everything there is the property of the 
crown, that is, of the state, and that they 
are at every turn obliged to consult other 
interests besides their own., 

Rumors are current in England to the ef- 
fect that the Rev. Stephen Gladst , the 
clergyman son of the grand old maf, is about 
to become a convert to the Church of Rome. 
This story has doubtless arisen in connection 
with his determination to spend the winter 
at Rome, taken in conjunction with his res- 
ignation some weeks ago of the rectorship of 
the parish of Hawarden, which he had held 
for a long number of years. 

At the time of his departure from Hawar- 
den it was stated that he had arranged to 
take up mission work in those slums of Lon- 
don to which he devoted so much of his time 
and attention after his ordination and until 
his appointment to the parish of Hawarden, 
and it is a fact that he caused all his belong-

The Spectator seems to 
be unaware that according to the laws of | 
succession in the Turkish empire it is not the 
eldest son, but the senior male agnate, or 
prince of the blood, who is éntitled to the 
succession. The duly recognized heir ap- 
parent who on the death of the present sultan 
will succeed to his throfte under the title of 
Mehemed V. is his eldest surviving brother; 
Prince Rechad, a man of about 60 years of 
age, whose own éldest son, Prince Ziaeddine, 
is not next to him in the line of succession, 
but only the eleventh. Prince Rechad’s sec- 
ond brother, Prince Kemaleddine, 57 years 
of age, stands second in the line of succes- 
sion, and, although he has two younger 
brothers, it is not the latter, but his cousin, 
Prince Igzeddine, the eldest son of the late 
sultan, Abdul Assiz, who comes third in the 
line of succession. (Sultan Abdul Assiz pre- 
ceded the ill fated Murad as caliph, and after 
being deposed was either murdered or else 
committed suicide by opening his veins with 
a pair of scissors, the authentic version of 
his death being to this day shrouded in mys- 
tery.) It is only after this Prince Iszeddine 
that come the present sultan’s two youngest 
brothers, Prince Suleyman, aged 438, and 
Prince Vahid, a year younger. The sultan’s 
favorite and younger son, Prince Burhaned- 
dine, and whom he would like to make his 
heir, a young prince about 19 years of age, 
and who is a special favorite of the German 
emperor, stands only fifteenth in the line of 
succession. 

If | draw attention to this mistake on the 
part of the Spectator it is because it is so 
respected and authoritative an organ of the 
English press that its statéMent about the 
Ottoman succession is likely to give wide- 
spread circulation to an altogether erro- 
neous impression.

FINDS FLAWS IN LOGKOPS, 


CHIEF O'NEILL SAYS MANY STA- 
TION CELLS ARE INSSCURE. 


Investigation Follows the Escape of 
Andrew .Kurowsky, Holdup Man, 
from South Chicago—On West Side 
Seven Out of Ten Places of Confine- 
ment Are Declared to Be Worthless 

« for, Holding Prisoners—John Wal- 
lace Ordered to Make Examination. 


The ease with which Andrew Kurowsky, a 
holdup man, escaped from a cell in the South 
Chicago police station startled Chief O’ Neill 
and the members of the civil service commis- 
sion yesterday. They were investigating the 
conditions in connection with the hearing of 
Patrolman O’Keefe, who is on trial for al- 
lowing the prisoner to get away. Tests 
proved that every cell in the station, which 
has been considered one of the safest in the 
city, could be forced open by material easily 
accessible to the ordinary criminal. 
A general examination of all police stations 
in the city was at once ordered by the chief 
and the investigation may result im the con- 
mnation of many of the antiquated bar- 
ers to the freedom of malefactors. Almost 
every lockup of the forty-two under Chief 
O’Neill’s supérvision has a record of escapes 
of prisoners, although in a majority of cases 
negligence of policemen, instead of insecure 
eells, are ascribed as the cause. In the lat- 
ter cases temporary patching or the applica- 
tion of a few more bars have been deemed 
sufficient to hold other captives. 


Unsafe on the West Side. 


~ On the west side seven out of ten stations 
gre characterized as unsafe for the deten- 
tion of desperate prisoners, and the prisoners 
are hurried at the firet opportunity to the 
more secure but crowded headquarters. This 
method caused delay,and inconvenience in 
the conviction of criminals, and often aided 
in their acquittal in the Criminal ¢ourt, 
through the refusal of witnesses to travel 
miles from their homes to identify the men. 

The Desplaines and Maxwell street sta- 
tions are the ones in which Inspector Wheel- 
er has confidence. The Canalport avenve 
leckup, built In 1886, contains four cells in 
the basement, in any of which the feat of 
Kurowsky might be duplicated. 

The Hinman street station, built thirty 
years ago, “Also contains four cells, which 
cate from the day of its erection, one is 
Geemed secure by Lieut. Johnson. The 
Lawndale and West Lake street lockups also 
ere regarded as insecure. 


Iron Lever Might Be Effective. 
- The Thirteenth and Lake street stations 
are more secure, but a short effort with an 
iron lever probably would result in forcing 
the doors of either. 

While the cells of the Warren avenue sta- 
tion are built into'the structuré, the settling 
of the building has affected the cellroom, 
and the heavy row of bars between the cell 
doors and entrance are a necessity. After. 
a heavy rain the room is flooded and the 
watchfuliness of policemen is necessary to 
prevent the drowning of the prisoners. In 
this station, as in many others, the suicide of 
a prisoner by drowning is possible at any 
time through the plugging of the sewer orificé 
with a piece of paper or other material. 


Investigation Ordered by Chief. 
ohn Wallace, superintendent of con- 
struction for the police department, has been 
ordered by Chief O'Neill to make an official 
investigation and‘report on the condition of 
the station houses. 

On the south side the cells are in better con- 
dition. Sheffield avenue and Town Hall sta- 
tions, on the north side, are regarded as in- 
secure.
